000,000 per annum. From 1810 to 1850 
the purchasing power of money doubled 
and prioes fell 50 per oont. Between 
1850 and 1853 the ontput from the mines 
increased from 840,000.000 to $220,000,- 
000 of gold and allvor. This enormous 
yield more than doubled the stock of 
the prccions metal on hand in twenty- 
three years. If other things bad re- 
mained equal it wonld have doubled 
in ml prioes, but the aotivitiea .which 
lis new money created thronghont the 
orld so inoreased the demand for 
money that the rise in prioes^did not 
exceed from the 18 to 24 per cent. 
The best opinion is that the inorease 
was leas than 20 per oent. or about 1 
per oent. per annum. During the last 
twenty-three years the population and 
business have greatly inoreased, but 
the demonetization of silver has out off
